On June 5th, over 100 coal 
operators and their employees 
witnessed an operating demon- 
stration of a new Model D397 
“Caterpillar” diesel engine-gen- 
erator combination, — at the 
Beechwood operation of Correale 
Construction Company near 
Minersville, Pa. The demonstra- 
tion presented by Cleveland 
Brothers Equipment Company 
showed in actual operation the 
largest completely generating 
unit developed for the operation 
of large electrically powered ex- 
cavators in the Anthracite 
fields.

The 120B Bueyrus-Frie 
shovel was observed to impose 
intermittent loads of approxi- 
mately 325KW upon the “Cater 
pillar’ generator unit as it per- 
formed its normal operating cy- 
cle. Under the above conditions, 
the “Caterpillar” D397 diesel 
generator unit consumed only 
fifteen gallons of fuel per hour 
to pro\ ide the required electrical 
energy. 

This particular unit was de- 
signed and built for the express 
purpose of providing an ade- 
quate source of electric power 
for the normal cperation of large 
Shovels, Dragline Excavators or 
other large electrically powered 
installations and emergency ser- 
vees. Adequate capacity is pro- 
vided to operate units having 
electrical motors up to and in- 
cluding 275HP. In the operat- 
ing demonstration of a typical 
five yard shovel, it was found 
that instantaneous loads to a 
value of approximately 340 KW 
were experienced and easily 
handled by the D397 electric set 
combination. There were abso- 
lutely no iimitations in the op- 


eration f the shovel as com- 
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pared with power provided from 
the Utility Company which nor 
mally serves the stripping site 

Subsequent to the prelonged 
operating demonstration the D 
397 electric set combination has 
been utilized to provide a source 
of portable power to move othe: 
large electric machines from one 
job site to another. The reduced 
cost and facility of moving these 
electric machines with this por 
table “Caterpillar” D397 diese 
generator set points out the de 
sirability of having such an elec 
tric set for expediting the trans 
porting of large earthmoving 
equipment 


The largest single expansiot 
ut one time in its 30-year histo 
rv is announced by Cummins En 
gine Company, Inc., of Colum 
bus, Ind.
